Generation 3 

Daniel DeMott/Dimmitt/Dimmock/Ward was born 1804 in Bedeque, Lot 26, orTryon Lot 
28, Prince Edward Island, Canada. PEI's length through the center of the island is about 
140 miles and breadth in the widest part, 34 miles. It is separated from N.S. by the Strait 
of Northumberland, which is only 9 miles broad between Cape Traverse and Cape 
Tormentine. Cabot named it Isle Saint John. It became Prince Edward Island in 1799. 


His parents were Ebenezer Ward and Margaret Clark. Margaret was the daughter of 
John & Dorothy Clarke who came with Samuel Holland to survey PEI in 1764. Daniel 
had a sister, Phoebe Clark Ward, who married William Weeks in PEI. They emigrated to 
Linn Co., IA in 1854 by wagon through Detroit, Michigan with their family of 6 daughters, 
Margaret, Mary, Hannah, Louise, Amelia, Sarah, and 2 sons, Joseph & William. Phoebe 
died 1 Feb 1873 in Linn County and is buried in Pleasant Hill Cemetery, Delaware 
County Iowa, USA. There might be two more siblings, John R. Ward and Ebenezer Jr. 
Records weren’t required to be kept other than church or town or a mention in the 
newspaper. 


Nothing is known about Daniel until he married his first wife, Margaret Full, in Yarmouth, 
N.S.

during the temporary residence of his parents at that place, 
having moved from New York a short time previously.

Here for 
four years ho heard the doctrine of secession advocated and 
taught, and in 1801 saw it materialize into open rebellion. His 
father being a great lover of the Union, taught his family rev¬ 
erence for the Hag and was for these reasons obliged to seek an 
asylum elsewhere, moving to Payson, in Dec. ’61. Residing at 
the latter place until October ’68, the subject of this sketch en¬ 
listed, joining the company at Corinth. Was continuously 
with the company in all its movements from time of joining 
until mustered out, July 18, ’65, and was selected as one of the 
History Committee.

Daniel and Harriet lived in New York for a short 
time and then London, Adelaide Twp., Western 
Co., Canada where Francis Cook Ward was 
born Christmas Day 1844. 

Francis married Marcella Genevra Hall and had 
Cornelia, Walter, Bertha and Mary. 

In 1846 Sarah Ann was born in Canada, 
probably Adelaide or Brooke Township, London 
County, Canada West (later Ontario). I haven’t 
found her baptism. She married Alexander Rollo 
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Dec. 1865 and died March 7, 1873 leaving 4 sons, Alexander Robert, Charles William 
James Malcom, and John Edgar. Alexander died 1877 and his sister, Rose, took the 
boys to raise. 
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A year later, July 3, 1847, Henry was born in Brooke Twp., Western Co., Canada. He 
married Samantha Justice and had Arthur Cook, Effie Myrtle, Henry Allen Jr, William 
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Justus, Dora Ethel, Simon, Frances Gertrude, Theodore Leslie, Cyril Basil, Bertha 
Lorraine, Roy and Mary Elizabeth. 
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They moved back to Port Huron in 1850 where Harriet was born 7 April, 1851 in Port 
Huron, Michigan. She married William Vail and had John, Geneva, Thomas, Rosmand, 
Clara and Ernest. They divorced and she married Joseph Fernow. 
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Again in Canada, Rosamond was born in Bayham Twp. March 9, 1852. She married 
George Edwards and had Hattie. George died in 1881. She married John Smith and 
had Fern Smith. May 1853 Harriet and Rosamond baptized by Rev. Kennedy in 
Bayham. 

They baptized the children in the Wesleyan Methodist Church. 

William was born in Canada West about 1854. He married Emma Richardson and they 
had Levi, Nelson, and Dora. 

This information isn’t helpful now but when these locations come on line it will be 
another place to look for Daniel and Harriet.

Newcastle District; Simcoe District was farmed from Ho me District and Huron District was formed from London District. 

Townships also varied n size, with some as large as 90,000 acres and others as small as 20.000. Most town ship swe re lad out in square blocks 
but some were not - and their divisions as beyond description. The townships as divided rto concessions generally running east fo west and 
north to south. Hbwever when a river ran through a township, the tots wee laid out to fooe the river, no matter whatdirection that was. 

Co nee ssions we re gene ra liy d ivided into lots of 2 00 acre s each „ a nd ha If tots of 100 acre s each. 

Almost half the surveyed lands of Upper Canada were purchased after 1 SI6 from native tribes.

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Mary Louise was the last child born in Canada; Scotland Twp., Ontario Jan. 26, 1856. 
She married Edward Sullivan. Their children were “Bessie” Elizabeth, Alexander 
Breckenridge, Minnie, Harriet Ward, Edward Lane. 

The only reason I can think of for all the moving around is Daniel’s work as a 
carpenter/ship carpenter but there isn’t a real water way for ship building in London 
Twp. The Thames River is there so maybe they lived close enough to the river for 
Daniel to work on ships. He says he’s a farmer or carpenter on every census. Maybe he 
is just a carpenter. 
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1850 they were living in Port Huron, Michigan. Daniel, 45, Carpenter was born Prince 
Edward Island, Harriet, Nova Scotia. Harriet was 28. Their route to Illinois no doubt 
through Detroit, Michigan. Probably by water as much as possible. The rail road was 
just getting to the places they were so maybe they went by rail at times.

The family was living in Quincy, Adams County, Illinois when John Redding was born in 
1858. John married Annie Belle Olson and 2 nd Sarah Hermann. John and Sarah had 
Mildred 
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1860 Spencer Twp., Ralls Co., MO. Daniel, 55, farmer, value of real estate $500, 
personal $250. Harriet, 39 Charles D Ward 19, Margaret H (should be E) Ward 17, 
Francis C Ward 15, Sarah A Ward 13, Henry A Ward 11, Harriet N Ward 10, Rosaman 
Ward 8, William C Ward 6, Mary L Ward 4, John R Ward 2, Albert L Ward 5/12. 
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They were already in Spencer Twp., Ralls County, Missouri when Albert Lafayette Ward 
was born Dec. 7, 1859. His age given as 5/12 in July 1860 makes this birth date in Dec. 
1859 questionable. Edgar Young Ward wasn’t born until Sept, of 1860 but died 1863 in 
Payson, Illinois. Harriet delivered a still born baby in Payson in 1861. 

Daniel’s anti slavery views made them unwelcome in Missouri and they were 
“encouraged” to leave there, possibly by “Bushwhackers”. Family lore says they were 
visited one night, Daniel had a noose around his neck and Harriet begged for his life. 
They left Missouri the same night. True? Possibly.

Harriet delivered a stillborn son in 
Payson, Adams Co., Illinois and died 
Dec. 1861. 

Charles DeWolfe enlisted in the Union 
Army 20 Sept. 1861. Francis enlisted 
Oct. 1863. The family started to fall apart 
without Harriet. Before 1870 the oldest 
had married and left home and the 
remaining children were scattered. 
Where were Daniel’s and Harriet’s 
family? Why didn’t they step up and take 
the children? Maybe they lost touch with 
all the moving around. Or maybe Daniel 
had no family left. Harriet was the 
youngest so all her siblings would have 
been aging and maybe not able to care 
for young children even if the children 
were split up among several families. It 
may be that Phoebe did take Rosamond 
who married in 1868, Harriet who was in 
Missouri in 1870 or Mollie who perhaps went to the Orphan’s home before Phoebe died 
in 1873 and Albert. Albert enumerated in other census as farm labor would be about 
right for a boy of 12 or more years in that time. 

The researcher at the Methodist church archives thought Harriet was literate from her 
nicely written signature on the marriage license. Did she write to her family after she left 
Nova Scotia? Did they know where Harriet was? Did they know she had died?

Phoebe Clark Ward born 5 July 1809 in Prince Edward Island was Daniel’s sister. She 
married William Weeks 11 Feb. 1834 at the house of John Clark, Tryon, PEI. John was 
a brother to Phoebe’s mother, Margaret Clark who married Ebenezer Ward at Tryon, 
PEI. The Royal Gazette 17 Oct 1791: Was lately married at Tryon, Mr. Ebenezer Ward 
of Bedeque, to Miss Peggy Clark, of Tryon. 

Phoebe, William, and their children (Mary Jane Clark Weeks, Louisa Weeks, Hannah 
Marie Weeks, William H Weeks, Amelia Weeks, Sarah Elizabeth Weeks and Joseph 
Edgar Weeks) immigrated to the U.S. through Detroit, Michigan Feb. 1854 in a wagon. 
In those days you just went across the border. No big deal. 
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Daniel and Harriet were living in Michigan in 1846 and again in 1850. Harriet Jr. was 
born there in 1851. They named a son Edgar in 1860. Did the name Edgar come from 
the Ward side? Daniel and Harriet also named children Mary Louise and William Cook 
Ward. Emilia was baptized in Charlottetown by Charles DeWolfe. Charles DeWolfe 
married Daniel and Harriet in 1840 and they named their first child/son Charles DeWolfe 
Ward. 

Phoebe and her family were living in Hazel Green, Delaware County Iowa in the 1860 
census and it’s possible she might have taken Albert, Rosamond, Mollie and/or Sarah 
after Harriet died. Sarah married Alexander Rollo in 1865 and Rosamond married 
George Edwards in 1868, both in Linn County. Phoebe died in 1873 and is buried in 
Pleasant Hill Cemetery Delaware County, Iowa, http://www.findaqrave.com/cqi- 
bin/fq.cqi?paqe=qr&GRid=32957147 So maybe she wasn’t able to keep Albert and he 
went first to the Evans family and second the John Devlin family. It looks like Albert was 
in both census that were taken in 1870 about 3 weeks apart. However the census taken 
the 25 th & 26 th of July, 1880 is confusing. The enumerator has not made it clear who 
lived together in which house. I wonder if Albert was living with John McCoy whom he 
later worked for. See Albert’s story for details but it does present the possibility that 
some of the children lived with Phoebe for a time. 

Phoebe’s son, Joseph Edgar, tells a bit of their story in his naturalization petition. 

Edgar’s birth doesn’t work since he was baptized 22 May 1853 in Charlottetown, PEI. 

He must have celebrated his birthday on the wrong date most of his life and thought he 
was born in Ontario. I don’t believe they ever lived in Toronto. I don’t know their 
migration route from PEI to Detroit. At that time I would expect a lot of water travel and 
possibly train travel. The rail road from Chicago reached the Mississippi at Rock Island, 
ILL 22 Feb. 1854. The Great Western Railway began construction in October 1849 and 
was completed from Niagara Falls to Windsor, Canada West (Ontario), in January 1854. 
Windsor is right across the Detroit River from Detroit, Michigan. Joseph doesn’t mention 
water or railroad. Either it was an every day occurrence or they did the whole trip to 
Iowa by wagon.
